A small trick by a great firm was that of 
Armour & Co. of Chicago, as reported by 
the Massachusetts Ploughman, played to get 
their oleomargarine exh!bit into the New 
England Fair at Worcester. Application 
was made by the firm for space to exhibit 
their ‘‘food products,” the supposition being 
that their canned meats and mince meat for 
ples was meant. On opening the buge case 
in which the exhibit was brought a great 
show of oleo was displayed, and with only 
just enough of the cans of meat to say they 
were present. ‘Thus it is only with decep- 
tive dodges that this counterfeit product 
can be gotten before the public in any form. 
Yet a great and rich firm will resort to 
such business for the purpose of carrying 
on this trade. Oleo never has been able to 
stand alone on the little merit it possesses. 





Part V, and the completion of the Annual 
Report for 1891 of the Experiment Station 
came to our table during the State Fair and 
has awaited notice up to the present. This 
section is taken up wholly with the report 
for the year of the botanist and entomolo- 
gist, Prot. F. L. Harvey. In referring to 
the work of the year, Director Jordan says: 

During no year of the station’s existence 
has so large a percentage of its funds been 
applied directly to actual experimental 
work, as in the year which nowends. Pre- 
viously it has been necessary to use quite a 
percentage of the funds in procuring the re- 
quired equipments for the various depart- 
ments, but now that the needed appliances 
are fairly well supplied, it is reasonable to 
expect more extensive and more varied ex- 
perimentation than has heretofore been pos- 
sible. The most notable gain has been in 
the organization of horticultural work. 
This was made possible through the elec- 
tion early in the year, of W. M. Munson, B. 
S., a graduate of the Michigan Agricultural 
College, and for two years first assistant of 
Prof. Bailey in the Cornell University Ex- 
periment Station. Prof. Munson comes to 
the station with a thorough training, both 
in the scientific relations and in the art of 
horticulture, and the development which 
his department has already attained gives 
excellent promise of future success. 


The Breeder’s Gazette, Chicago, has this 
to say of Maine’s champion stallion : 

On the same day that Nancy Hanks sped 
around the Independence kite in such mar- 
velously fast time the stallion Nelson, a 
turf outlaw, buta noble horse and one 
worthy of falling into better hands than 
those to which the fates intrusted him, made 
& wonderful performance down East, trot- 
ting a half-mile track in 2 1334 and preelaim- 
ing himself champion at thac sort of game. 
Nelson, like Nancy Hanks, is bred in lines 
which commend themselves to sensible peo- 
ple. His sire was a trotter with a record of 
22144, and he in turn was by a horse that 
could trot in 230 and that had for his dam 
the famous pacing mare Pochahontas, 
2.1744. The dam of Nelson was a grand- 
daughter of Rysdyk’s Hambletonian. Both 
he and Nancy Hanks, champions in their re- 
spective spheres, are trotting-bred trotters, 
and so is Martha Wilkes, the mare that 
went the three best race heats on record the 
other day when she stepped it off in 2.12, 
2.10, 2.094¢, she being by Alcyone, 2 27; 
he by George Wilkes, -2.22, a son of Ham- 
bletonian. ‘The fastest horses, both against 
the watch and in races, trace with singular 
uniformity to Hambletonian. ‘There, for 
instance, is the pacer Flying Jib, who set 
the race record for the world for side- 
wheelers at 2.07, and in a third heat at that! 
He is by Algona, great-grandson of Ham- 
bletonian; dam by Middletown, son of 
Hambletonian. Blood will tell. 


What is a Grade? 


Most of the county agricultural societies 
ofler premiums for grade cows and heifers. 
The State society oflers a schedule of prizes 
for grades of the diflerent breeds, as grade 
Shorthorns, grade Herefords, grade Jer- 
seys, etc., going through the list. While 
the work of judging the stock was going on 
at Lewiston, our attention was called to the 
ring of grade cows being examined for the 
awards in that class. A by-3tander char- 
acterized them as the best string of cows by 
far there was on the ground. An examina- 
tion showing them to be characteristically 
Jersey in every respect, the question at once 
arose in mind, What is a grade? 

Some stockmen class all unregistered cat- 
tle as grades. We have known cases where 
pure bred cows were entered and shown in 
the grade class, and allowed to compete on 
the sole claim that they were never regis- 
tered. Still others that are understood to 
be pure bred, but for the reason that their 
pedigree has not been kept, cannot be regis- 
tered, are frequently found in the grade 
show ring. In one case coming under our 
knowledge, a well known showman refused 
to get his cows registered for the reason, as 
he claimed, he could do better with them in 
the grade classes. 

This is all wrong. A pure bred animal is 
“thoroughbred” by breeding, and never by 
registry. A pure bred cow may not be 
eligibie for competition in the thoroughbred 
Classes on account that a record of her 
breeding has not been kept, but this in no 
respects makes her a grade, and she should 
not go into the grade classes. 

A pure bred, or thoroughbred, animal, is 
One whose breeding runs back on both 
sides, unbroken, to animals recorded in the 
herd book of the breed to which it belongs. 

A grade is one whose breeding runs back 
on either one side, or both, to the common 
stock of the country. 

A cross-bred animal is the offspring of a 
pure bred sire of one breed, coupled with a 
pure bred dam of a different breed. 

In classifying grade stock at fairs, as 
rade Shorthorns, grade Ayrshires, grade 
Jerseys, etc., it is rulable that the animal

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Kennebec Fair. 


In our last week’s issue we gave a brief 
notice of the fair then going on at the so- 
ciety’s grounds at Readfield. The opening 
was successful in all respects. The attend- 
ance was large for the opening, the num- 
ber of cattle larger than usual and of a 
high order of merit. The races in the after- 
noon though not fast were contested by a 
goodly number of starters, so that the large 
number of people present found something 
to interest and instruct and went away at 
night, highly pleased with the show. 

A new departure was taken in the matter 
of awarding the premiums from the old and 
unsatisfactory methods of picked up com- 
mittees. In all the classes of pure bred 
stock, an expert from outside the limits of 
the society made the examinations and 
awardedthe prizes, and in the case of the ma- 
ture cows and bulls,the animals were scaled 
by points,in accordance with the scale adopt- 
ed by the stock associations of the respec- 
tive breeds. A duplicate copy of the scale 
was given to each exhibitor, where the de- 
fects and merits were recorded, and could 
be deliberately studied by the owner of the 
animal. Some of the exhibitors who take 
their stock to the show only to get the 
awards, and who catch the ribbons and 
start their stock for home at once, showed 
some impatience over this methodic manner 
of doing the work, but generally it was 
well received and the other awards were 
satisfactory. In this first trial of the 
method, the work was more hastily done 
than was desirable, but as a first effort at a 
radical change it was a success and proba- 
bly will be continued in the future. Z. A. 
Gilbert, of the Farmer, served as judge in 
this work having had large experience at 
other fairs. 

A goodly number of the farmers present 
were interested in the trial of draft and work- 
ing oxen, in the afternoon. The contest 
was well conducted and filled up most of 
the afternoon. The premiums will show 
the successful contestants. 

Sheep were shown only in small numbers 
though some very good flocks. J. W. Wil- 
liams, Readfield, showed flock of Merinos. 
Jesse Jacobs one coarse wool buck; J. A. 
Wing, Fayette, one Shropshire buck and a 
very creditable flock of 10 sheep; B. F. 
Wing, Mt. Vernon, one Cotswold buck ; Geo. 
Palmer; No. Wayne, 14 fine wools. 

Swine were still less in numbers corre- 
sponding to the limited interest at the pres- 
ent time in this class of stock. A.C. Carr, 
Winthrop, shows a boar, breeding sow and 
litter of pigs, White Chester, and good 
stock; W. K. Atkinson, Winthrop, 6 
shoates, Ohio Chester, fice pigs. Others 
were shown by W. Bradley & Son, Vienna, 
and G.C Jacobs, Readfield. 

The second day, Wednesday, opened a 
duplicate of the first and so far as weather 
could do it, favoring the success of the ex- 
hibition. 

Corn. 

The display of corn was a creditable fea- 
ture, and shows that this crop is still re- 
ceiving much attention from the members 
of this society. The display filled one en- 
tire side of the hall, as the long golden 
tresses were suspended on the wall. The 
eight rowed variety was the leading kind. 
J. W. Williams, Readfield, showed trace of 
eight rowed. M.V. Dudley, same town, 
showed a good trace of twelve rowed. Mrs. 
M. L. Robbins, trace of eight rowed. W. 
H. Keith, Winthrop, trace of medium size, 
well ripened, eightrowed. J.S. W. Hunter, 
Readfield, trace of same. R. H. Jacobs, 
Mt. Vegnon, F. H. Bearce each the same. 
C. A. Hall, Mt. Vernon, a nicely ripened 
trace. C. K. Gile, Fayette, showed one of 
the finest traces in the hall of the eight 
rowed variety, with ears long, well shaped 
and well filled. Some of the ears had 
thirteen inches in length of corn. Other 
exhibitors were Reuben Russell, Readfield, 
J. W. Hewett, Fayette, E. W. Macomber, 
Vienna, R. E. Howard, Monmouth and B. 
and V. Hall, Mt. Vernon. 

Several fine traces of sweet corn were 
shown of the different varieties including a 
trace of Jumbo ears of the Stowell’s Ever- 
green by Geo. E. Gray, Winthrop. Traces 
of pop corn by the boys tapered off the 
show in this product. 

Vegetables 
Were not so numerous as sometimes has 
been the case. There were several large 
collections of fairly good specimens. Col- 
lections of garden vegetables are shown by 
A. Wilton Black, Readfield, of 16 varieties. 
M. F. Norcross, Winthrop, a collection in 
which are fine heads of cabbage, squash 
and beets.

California Raisins. 


The picking of raisin grapes requires 
more care and is a slower operation than the 
gathering of other varieties. The clusters, 
cut from the vine carefully one by one, all 
imperfections and bad berries trimmed off, 
are then arranged regularly on the trays, sv 
that all will have a fair exposure to the sun. 
If heaped, or overlaying each other in the 
least, the drying of the under bunches will 
be greatly retarded. 

To make good raisins the gra should 
undergo a kind of fermentation in the first 
stage of curing, which gives them a puffed 
appearance, and fills the air with a pleasant 
fragrance. From 90° to 100° in the shade is 
the temperature most favorable for this pro- 
cess. After the fermentation has ceased, 
and the grapes have taken on a shrivelled 
appearance characteristic of raisins, the sun 
can do them no harm, however hot. 

To facilitate the drying, and render it uni- 
form the trays are reversed after three or 
four days in order that the trays to the 
northward may be exposed to the south. 
When the upper side has become well cured, 
which may be anywhere from a week to 
two weeks, the raisins are turned. The re- 
verse side does not require as strong expo- 
sure as the other. 

The total time of curing varies greatly 
from 10 days or less, in hot weather, to a 
month or more under unfavorable condi- 
tions. Raisins cured in about 15 days are 
the best. 

When the bulk of the raisins is properly 
cured the work of taking them up is begun. 
For this ee the trays are collected and 
piled in stacks of 50 or more, and sweat- 
boxes, each holding about 100 pounds when 
filled, placed alongside them. ‘Three grades 
are usually made, extra fine bunches for 
Dehesa, or Imperial Clusters; ordinary 
bunches for London Layers; and imperfect 
bunches and loose berries to be run through 
the stemmer. Bunches not sufliciently dried 
are laid on the trays and exposed to the sun 





D. 
Those put in the sweat boxes are never 
uniformly dried, some being over-cured, 
and some not cured quite enough. To 
equalize them and soften the stems, which 
are very brittle when taken from the trays, 
they are placed in a cool room and allowed 
to remain for a certain period, during which 
the stems become flexible, and the under- 
cured raisins impart their excess of mois- 
ture to the over-dried ones, the operation 
resulting in a perfect uniformity through- 
out the whole mass, and a moist softness 
and elasticity to be gained by no other 
means. ‘The raisins, at this stage, undergo 
some completing and crowning process not 


, | fully understood, accompanied by the emis- 


sion of a fragrance of indescribable rich- 
ness. This equalizing—or sweating, as it is 
commonly called—is one of the most essen- 
tial operations in raisin making, and it 
should last 10 days atthe very least. Haste 
to get the crop to market has led to a 
neglect of this necessary process much to 
be regretted. Raisins are purposely over- 
dried, taken directly from the field, steamed 
and packed immediately. A continuance 
of this practice will do incaleulable harm 
to the raisin industry. 

A few extensive growers pack their own 
crops, but the bulk of the packing is now 
done by establishments organized especially 
for the purpose. ‘These ordinarily buy the 
remains in the sweat-boxes, but in some in- 
stances they purchase the crop upon the 
vines, picking and curing it themselves. 
The packing-houses are mostly located in 
the towns. Some of them employ more 
than 500 hands. Women and girls come to 
the town from all directions during the 
packing season, parties of them renting 
houses or living, gypsy-like, in tents. 
Earnings range from $1.25 to $3 a day. 

The raisins are then pressed and slid into 
the packing-boxes. ‘They are made in three 
sizes, quarter, half and whole boxes, hold- 
ing, respectively, Ave, 10 and 20 pounds. 
The last is always understood when speak- 
ing of a box of raisins, the others one-half 
and quarter boxes. The top layer is sur- 
rounded with ornamental paper in addition 
to the plain white. The packer’s label is 
placed over this, the printed cover nailed 
on, the edges nicely trimmed, and the box 
is ready for market. 


and itis here that the greatest improve- 
ment has been made on the Spanish method 
of packing. A combined stemmer and 
grader has been perfected by which large 
quantities are handled with very little la- 
bor. The raisins are fed from a hopper into 
the space between @ woven wire cylinder re- 
volving within a larger cylinder of the same 
material, where they are broken from their 
stems; they then fall intoa fanning-mill, 
by which the stems and dirt are blown 
away, after which they pass through a se- 
ries of screens that grade them into as 
many different sizes as are desired. The 
better grades of loose raisins are packed in 
boxes with paper and labels, giving them 
an appearance nearly as attractive as that 
of layers; the inferior qualities are general- 
ly shipped in sacks. 

The cost of labor prevents California 
from competing with Spain in some of the 
niceties of the raisin business. It would 
not pay us to trim and nurse the grapes up- 
on the vines, in order to secure perfect 
bunches and large berries, nor to handle the 
clusters by the stems only. But with the 
exception of such fancy work, comparison 
with our great rival will be all in favor of 
California. Our grapes are more meaty 
and have a richer flavor, and our raisins are 
better cured, and will keep twice as long 
without deteriorating.— Overland Monthly.
